BERKELEY, Calif. i^IV-Atomic 
science took another big step for­ 
ward today with the announcement 


of the discovery of a particle which 
annihilates the basic unit of all 
matter. 
The discovery was made In ex­ 
periments utilising the University 
of California’s biggest atom smash­ 
er, the bevatron. It was announced 
jointly last night by Prof. Ernest 
0. Lawrence, famed nuclear scien­ 
tist, and the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission, which financed the 9Vi- 
million-dollar machine. 
The new particle, sought for a 


generation by researchers, Is the 
antiproton. Although it is a power­ 
ful annihilator of matter. It con­ 
stitutes no threat as a super- 
weapon, DO new hazard to the 
world. 
Instead, it opens up the way for 
exciting new discoveries about the 
nature 
of matter. 
Conceivably 
some of these may lead to great 
new practical achievements of the 
future. 
Its immediate value, said Prof. 
Lawrence, is that it clears up 
some of the uncettainties in the 
theory of nuclear structure. In 


this re^;>ect, he added, it ia com­ 
parable to the filling in of a key 
word in a cross-word puzzle — it 
permits the operator to go ahead. 
In Washington, a nuclear phy si­ 
cist said discovery of the anti­ 
proton increases the prospects of 
releasing — in controlled fashion 
— vastly greater energy from the 
atom than now is possible by the 
fission process. 
The phy sici^, not associated 
with the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion, said the discovery improves 
the chances of tapping energy 
from the nuclear heart of the atom

And if your food 
market offers a bargain because a 
basket of mushrooms look dark­ 
ened and a bit wrinkled, grab it. 
Flavorwise, those withered-looking 
bk<ckened mushroom.s, are all to 
the good.

“Does it not also involved 
a^ertain loss of dignity in a wider 
field’’ Is it not unfair to the royal 
family as a whole^ 
“The longer any element of mys­ 
tery is allowed to linger in this 
affair, the more deplorable the 
publicity is likely to become.” 
Princess Margaret, Queen Eliza­ 
beth 11, the Duke of Edinburgh 
and the Queen Mother were the 
dinner guests last night of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury and 50 
other high ranking Church of Eng­ 
land clergymen at Lambeth Pal­ 
ace, the archbishop's London resi­ 
dence. 
.\s the ranking prelate of the 
church, which officially outlaws 
the remarriage of divorced per 
sons whose former mates are liv­ 
ing, the archbishop has become a

riage. 
The 40-year-old 
Townsend, 
an 
RAF group captain and hero of 
the Battle of Britain, divorced his 
wife after fathering two sons. 
Margaret rode solemnly to the 
dinner party with Queen Mother 
Elizabeth, who is reported to have 
supported her 25-year-old daughter 
in her desire to marry Townsend. 
Queen Elizabeth, who is official 
head of the church, went with her 
husband who is reported to frown 
on the contemplated marriage. 
The Daily Mirror reported ex­ 
clusively tbat the royal family 
spent 15 minutes in talk with the 
archbishop and his wife in a pri­ 
vate talk with the archbishop and 
six senior bishops after the meal. 
But as far as could be gleaned 
from other sources the royal fami­ 
ly had no opportunity to talk alone 
with the archbishop. These sources 
said at one stage Princess Mar 
garet stood for 20 minutes talking 
with a group which included the 
archbishop.
